BITTER LEGACY 


After the first World War, 
Winston Churchill was asked to 
write an inscription for a British 
war. memorial, He wrote: ‘In 
war, resolution; in defeat, de- 
fiance; in victory, magnanimity; 
in peace, good will.” Needless 
tosay, te proposed inscription 
waa rejected. The British public 
were.. more interested in’ such 
popular slogans as “Hang the 
Kaiser” and “Squeeze the Ger- 
man orange till the pips squeak.” 

It is one of the inamiable 
traits of the mudern mass mind 
that magnanimity and good will 
are too often overshadowed by 
the forces of hatred and revenge. 
Wartime propaganda and fear of 
total defeat leave behind a -bitter 
legacy which makes it almost im- 
possible to achieve a just and 
lasting ‘peace. Thus, much turns 
on the mood of the statesmen who 
ore ¢ 
Mapnanimity is ‘certainly a 
characteristic enjoyed by Secretary 
at State George Marshall, For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin an 
Foreign Minister Georges Bidault, 
So far, however, the most sym- 
pathetic observer has not detected 
this trait in Foreign Minister 
Vv. M. Molotov's make-up. If 
the Russian delegation in‘Moscow 
continues the selfish and short- 
sighted policy. they have so far 
pursued ‘towards Germany,’ then 
indeed it will be hard to-make a 
oud peace. But ‘whatever may 
be Mr. Molotov's attitude, the 
three Foreign Ministers represent 
ing the democracies of the West 
have approached the conference 
table in a statesmanlike mood o 
reconciliation, , 

If they are to have a chance 
of making the moral and spiritual 
forces of the West. effective, they 
must he supported by a firm and 
enlightened .public opinion .in 
their own countries. It muct’ be 
sadly admitted that, at the pre- 
sent time, too much of the leader- 
ship of the Western world is 
directing public opinion into 
shameful and. amoral lines of 
thought. Comments upon .the 
necessity of the credits which the 
British and ‘American govern- 
ments are extending to their Zones 
in Germany to assist in economic 
reconstruction are prefaced with 
some such words as: “OF course 
there‘ is no question of deing this 
out of any sympathy for the 
German people. It is oly 2 
matter of good business, to help 


Jin the rehabilitation of the British 


and American Zones.” ‘ 
Of all the teachings of Christ, 
perhaps ‘the most difficult for 
human beings to live up to is His 
admonition, Love. your enemies, 
‘bless them that curse you, do 
good to them that hate you, and 
pray for them which despitefully 
use you.” But though human 
beings have often fallen short of 
these maxims, seldom have their 
spiritual’ or political leaders com- 
pletely rejected them. Today, 
however, the word “mercy” is 
clmost the last word you will ever 
sce.in a newspaper or hear on a 
statesman's | lips. La  Rochefou- 
cauld ‘once said, “Hypocrisy is a 
homage .. which vice ‘pays to 
virtue."

Heretofore, almost all Unite 
Statén shipbuilding has been 
nporadi¢ or geared to national 
emergencies. 

In the year that World Wat 
i began, the United Stated built 
‘only 24 ships but turned ont 
680 in 1919. In 1989 America 
built 28 ships, Under war 
cmergency, production by 1944 
had climbed to 1,463. America 
emerged from the war with the 
biggest fleet of oceun-golng 
vessels in_ history. 

Bad Deficit. 

Under United States registry 
on V. J. Day were 6,800 ships, 
61 per cent of all sea-going 
in the world. A great bulk of 
these, . however,: were curgo.

was 8 dangerous deficit in pas- 
xenger Vessels. This defleit was 
highlighted. by. a recont dis-

Actually only 21 passenger
